Depositors braved 
some of the coldest days thus farthis 
year in the city to line up at the 
branches as early as 6 am three 
hours before the banks opened for 
business. The police department had 
to send 40 officers to maintain order 
during last Wednesday's run.

This ls far from the truth. We must remember that 
the consequences of that one-day of ballot casting are 
far-reaching and long-lasting. The re-election of 
Reagan,forinstance, willhave irrevocable effects on OUT 
nation s spending and taxing, Setting up ofpriorities, the 
likelihood and nature of any nuclear freeze andmany 
other aspects of life.

distributes the block grant funds. 

The Office of Community 
Development reviews the packages 
andsubmits ourrecommendations to 
the mayor who makes the final 
recommendatioin on wherethe funds 
should go,”So explained. 

“Public hearings are held，the 
staff of OCD meets with both the 
mayor and the public before making 
ourfinal proposal. Fundingto groups 
is based on the 1980 census and 
other SurveySs,” She said. 

”If you look at the allocations 


for the last five years there has been 


an increase in funding for Asian 
community-sSponsored projects,，” So 
pointed out.

SAN FRANCISCO - The City's 
Asian American Republicans 
cheered Ronald Reagan's landslide 
Victory while Democrats cushioned 
the blow by noting favorable results 
in local election. Win or lose, both 
Sides agreed on at least one thing

“We are grateful that the (popu- 
lace) has re-elected Ronald 
Reagan,” beamed Dennis Wong， 
founding president of California 
Chinese American Republican 
Association (CCARA) 
LITTLE CROSSOVER 

According to an _ exit poll con-. 
ducted by Chinese for Affirmative 
Action and East/Jestin San Fran- 
cisco's Chinatown and Richmond 
districts， Democratic ”challenger 
Mondale had a little more Support 
than incumbent Reagan among the 
295 persons polled， Of that 
number，117 voted for Mondale/ 
Ferraro; 93 for Reagan/Bush; with 
the remainder declining to state (68) 
or voting for others or not voting in 
the Presidential Trace (17). Poll 
Tesults also showed that there was 


Very jlittle crossover voting among 


those questioned. (See accompany- 
jing story.)

under a Republican administration， 
Wong added,“The country is not 


engaged in a war that is dissipating 
OUI energy，Government officials 
are able to focus on important 
issues facing citizens .2 

Asian Democrats, however, See a 
different future.“Contrary to what 
the President has said，things are 
bad,”asserted Will Leong， spokes- 
person for Chinese American Poli- 
tical Association . 

Sandy OUuye Mori, member of Ni- 
honmachi Political Association， 
Concurred， “Reagan's getting 
elected doesn't help human services 
in terms of funding from the 
government. We have to become 
Imore Self-sufficient.” When asked 
whether social service organizations 
will now turn more to state and 
local government for funding, Mori 
replied，“Not necessarily. We: 
have to seek other sources,”which 
include private foundations and in- 
dividual contributions _ from the 
community， 

The Private sector, however，wi 
“not fill the void,” contended 
Mori,“Reagan kept saying that the 
Private Sector would have funds,” 
but community organizations， 
which have appealed to private 
foundations in the past have been 
told by those foundations that there 
is no money，Mori said. 

FOOLING PEOPLE 

“We are caught between 3a Tock 
and a hard- place,” the Japanese 
American sighed. She added,， “Rea- 
gamn is fooling a lot of people.2” 

Republican Wong discounted the 
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argument that human services 
would be undermined.“A lot of 
people have still not left the era 
when the government took care of 
everything,” charged Wong， He 
criticized individuals who asked， 
“What is there for me instead of 
what is there for me to do for the 
country?2” 

Wong also maintained that the 
“me too” social service organiza- 
tions can be streamlined. Noting 
that there _ are more than 100 
organijzatiofns in the Chinese com- 
Immunity“serving everyone from the 
newborn .to _ the _ elderly,” Wong 
argued that there is“a lot of fat”in 
the form of duplication of services， 

“IT don't condemn the ones that 
are really doing the work,”Wong 
quickly added. “This period (the 
next four years) will be for con- 
Solidation. The ones that are really 
wasteful will be eliminated .2” 

“TI know that as Republicans we 
will always serve truly needy people. 
The emphasis is on volunteerism ,?” 
continued Wong，adding that he 
personally contributed energy and 
dollars to the Chinese community. 
“We must pronmiote a Spirit of work- 
ing together,”Ssaid Wong， 

MARKS VICTORY 
Atthe state level, incumbent state 


Senator Milton MarkSs: victory Over 


Democratic challenger Lia Belli was 
welcomed by many in the Asian 
American community， 

Although organizations Such as 
the Nihonmachi Political Associa- 
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tion did not formally endorse either 
one of the state senate candidates， 
Republican Marks was favored by 
many Asian Americans，because 
they viewed his voting record as be- 
ing generally supportive of the 
Asian American community， 

On state initiatives，Wong urged 
the Chinese community to accept 
the majority vote in favor of Pro- 
position 38， which called for 
English-only ballots. “The people 
(of California) have spoken, People 
(in the Chinese community) ought 
to take it as a decision.” 


Although Leong conceded that 
he“did not think that it (Proposi- 
tion 38) was going to be defeated,?” 
he nevertheless argued against the 
reasoning behind the English-only 
ballot initiative. 

Leong observed that the vote in 
favor of Proposition 38 was in- 
dicative of a“view that bilingual 
people are getting too much.”He 
dismissed such reasoning as nothing 
miore that “subtle racism” and a 

“way for ,people to ent their frus- 
trations.” 


BETTER VOTER 
Leong 'argued ttat the ultimate 
goal should be to encourage people 
to exercise their right to vote and to 
participate in the political process. 
“My father used the bilingual 
ballot，and he's a better voter 
because of it He asked me some 
really good questions,”noted the 

political association leader. 
“Idefy anybody who says that 让 


yoUrre a better informed voter，. 


you're not a better American.“Do 
you want to keep people ijgnorant??” 
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he demanded. 

Wong responded to these argu- 
ments by remarking,“I realize that 
some people need some help，bnut 
this can be done in seminars before 
election night.” The Republican 
added“this is a country of the ma- 
jority.， We ought to get into the 
mainstream in terms of participa- 
tion, in terms of our talent.?” 

Leong maintained, however, that 
the commnunity has already been do- 
ing everything it can to promote 
voter awareness and participation . 
He pointed out that voter education 
pIograms were aired on the Sino- 
cast cable television station and that 
there are always long waiting lists 
for English as a Second Language 
ClasseS. 

“We want to be good citizens. 
There is no reactionary element,?” 
asSerted Leong in dismissing as 
“almost beneath comment,” char- 
ges that bilingual ballots would con- 
tribute to a separatist movement. 


Wong insisted， however，that 
English-only ballots will not be an 
obstacle to _ greater Asian poljlitical 
participation. He maintained，“We 
Imust have people that are strong 
enough to take on challenges them- 
Selves. They (Opponents of Proposi- 
tion 38) are making too many ex- 
cuses for other people. They really 
underestimate the ability of these 
immigrants.?”

Wong criticized what he Per- 
ceived as a lack of growth in the 
community. Citing building height 
restrictions and other limitations in 
the Downtown Plan, Wong asserted 
that the _ current board wants to 
“keep Chinatown the way it is.2” 

While maintaining thathis organ- 
jzation also cares about the environ- 
ment and opposes turning China- 
town into an asphalt jungle，Wong 
argued that in light of the expansion 
of business Opportunities in the 
Pacific Rim, some degree of growth 
in Chinatown is essential. 

Despite the defeat of its favored 
candidate, the Republican group in- 
tends to make its preferences 
known to the board.“OUr concerns 
will always be raised periodically,” 
Stated Wong.

She went on to assert that some- 
times women internalize the stereo- 
type. “If you were born in this 
country and you were told that you 
are to be _ traditionally docile， 
passive，and only second to yoUT 
brother，then...the notion of even 
aggresSively or assertively seeking a 
higher rung on that ladder is not 
part of your Upbringing.?” 

Kim stated,“Until now, the ma- 
jority of Asian women (about two- 
thirds) in the work force either 
worked in sewing factory jobs or in 
food services. 

“The American-born Asian wo- 
men tend to be clustered in clerical 
occupations，most of which are 
low-profile， low-wage and low- 
mobility occupations,” asserted 
Kim.“That's the kind of image of 
Asian women that comes from the 
past that has to be challenged every 
day.2” 

According to Kim，the most 
educated group in the US today is 
Filipino women，with about one- 
third of them having college degrees 
compared to about 16%o of the rest 
of the population. 

The education level though，Kim 
noted, does not correlate with their 
SoOcio-economic status. 

One of the qualities of the femi- 
nist movement，said Bernal，is a 
rebellious spirit.， Js this Spirit 
becoming -a part of the lives of 
Asian American women, she asked . 

Eeelie Lee replied，“We have to 
recognize that the rebellion and the 
feminism that Asian women project 
(are) different (than that of other 
women).”As an example，she exX- 
plained that when the women's net- 
Work began five years ag0，the 
women decide to include Asian 
Pacific- American men. The group 
also decided “that we would not 
fight publicly (or air our dirty 
linens...at their expense.?” 

BREAKING OUT 

“We find that we like to preserve 
and maintain OUr Asian American 
culture，oUI values，ouUIT families， 


”our relationship with the communi- 


ty，oOULIT service to the_ community 


”While we're breaking out at the 


same time,”Ssaid Kim . 

Referring to a study she did on 
immigrant women who came from 
China before 1949， and their 
Second-generation daughters, Feelie 
Lee observed,“I was one of those 
daughters and I was curious that of 
the women I knew, they didn?t fol- 
]ow the stereotype of the docile， 
passive，invisible kinds of Persons 
(about which) Tve been told con- 
stantly in the literature and by most 
of my male friends. So I decided to 
investigate.?” 

She concluded that the study con- 
firmed what she had felt: “The ster- 
eotype had been very dangerous， 
and we had swallowed a lot of our 


Own Stereotype.” 


When Bernal asked about daugh- 
ters” resentment toward parents， 
Feelie Lee Tesponded,“That's part 
of the acculturation/assimilation 


dilemma.2” 
In her study of daughters who are 


having problems with their mo- 
thers，she found that the problems 
did not rise to the level where the 
daughter would slam the door and 


lleave home. Instead, she found that 


they left the door slightly ajar“to 
re-enter and rejoin the family where 
the bonds have never been clearly 
broken.” 

PatLee explained,“There will be 
resentment if you don't understand 
where you came from. I grew UP 
not knowing anything about my 
history and thought everything was 
Supposed to be white and that's the 
world that I saw， 

“Then the Asian American 
movement came along and I found 
oUt we had a history。 We gave 
something to this country; we con- 
tributed. All these years Ithought 让 
(was) parents: fault that 了 m 
Chinese and I have all these PrIo- 
blems,”she continued . 

“And to bring it together,”Ssaid 
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the _ Union worker，“you have to 
understand youUT history. You have 
to understand the difficulties that 
youI parents had to go through， 
and you have to_ understand the 
culture.?” 

Noting that textbooks and 
popular culture either distorts the 
image of Asian Americans OT omits 
them altogether，Kim concluded， 
“You can see Suzie Wong，Charlie

Retains His Sense of Adventure

MT. RAINIER，Maryland -“Boy， 
is hetan,”Ithought when Ifirst met 
Walter Chan Dick.“He's 82 years 
old and he's still tan.”I had ex- 
pected a pale，wizened man who 
had been worn away by 70 years of 
toil，JInstead， Walter Chan Dick 
defies most expectations. If me still 
Works after all these years，why 
shouldn:t his melanin cells? 

In the course of my travels in 
Search of Chinese America，I met 
this man who quintessentially 
typifies the Chinese American 
pioneering Spirit，Like most early 
immigrants，Dick is a free-spirited 
adventurerT. 


WORK ETHIC 

And like those who bniilt Amer- 
jca，Dick has a work ethic which 
values hard labor，no matter how 
dirty. Although many Americans 
possess these characteristics，few 
can claim to have had the uniquely 
Chinese American experiences that 


answer that. TDd be making Some- 
thing up. We like to think of it as 
198$:s music...more futuristic. OUT 
music is essentially timeless because 
of the koto and taiko. There (are) 
roots...that go through us as Asians 
and the instruments and the Sounds 
that they ereate that makes it time- 
less。 We're just trying to make 
timeless things Somehow in time to 
today.

Walter Chan Dick has had. 
A_ third-generation Chinese 
American，Walther Chan Dick was 
born in San Francisco in 1902.，As 
he grew Up in Alameda，his feisty | 
Spirit quickly emerged. Like many 
Chinese American children，Dick 
attended a Chinese school where the 
teachers disciplined the students 
with beatings. Yet Walter and his 
brothers resented this harsh treat- 


Iment. 

“Sometimes they went too far,” 
he recounts.“So we almost threw 
one out the window.?” 
thrashing from their father，most 
Chinese boys would return and 
obey their elders.， Not Dick，He 
laughs,“We.quit.2” 

Dick would keep this defiance 
and pride when he moved to New 
York with his family. For example， 
on their first day in New York，he 
and his brothers went Sightseeing 
around the old Hippodrome near 
present-day Madison Square 
Garden. 


TRAVELS NEW YORK 
Some kids taunted, “dirty jlittle 
Chink,” and one Slapped Dick. 
Then 14-years old,，Dick responded 
in armore Severe fashion and knock- 
ed down two of them. Eventually， 
the police came and locked up Dick 
and his brothers.“TVe never like 

New York since,”insists Dick. 
At the age of seventeen，Dick 
packed up and began his lifelong

In 1867，Chinese laborers were 
introduced to the_ South 一 Natchi- 
toches Parish in Louisiana，the 
state's oldest white settlement.
